Both reports ore from the quarter¬ 
master general’s departments The first 
I deals with transport. Hitherto every 
battalion coming to England has had 
Jts own wugons. horses ami harness, etc , 
I and there has been considerable over¬ 
lapping in the uae of them. Prom now 
on all regimental transportation will be 
centralised under tlie direct control of 
thd Army Bervlce Corps, which will ac¬ 
quit* all regimental transport. It Is 
estimated in the report that tho change 
will result tn saving over two hundred 
horses and equipment, better attention 
for the animals and the reduction of 
transport expenses In England, placed 
at over daily. The report men¬ 

tions that In England regimental tran¬ 
sport work has always been done by 
tbe Army Service Corps. 

The second statement affects the ra¬ 
tioning of the men, and the report 
which ha* Been adopted promises an 
annual saving of nearly $*04,000. This 
la In addition to 9400.000 In expected 
rebates on customs duties.

Ths 
strictness of the fire and police regu¬ 
lation* that have been put in fores 
throughout the city during Ibe past 
few years as a result of several acci¬ 
dent* of a very serious nature from 
the use of fire cracker* has effectively 
put a complete cheek on the eaetumaxy 
street festivities that the Chinese were 
wont to Indulge in.

The city solicitor issues a statement 
to-day with regard to the non-delivery 
of tax sale deeds, in the course of whlcli 
he nays: 

“The editor of the Times when writ¬ 
ing the editorial which appeared in 
Monday's issue, in 'which he stated 
Thai ft Is Incumbent upon the rltr 
either to issue tax aaledetd* or refund 
the amount paid by the tax sale pur- 
chaaer, was evidently Ignorant ’of the 
l«gal situation affecting (hi* matter. 

*It has been held in the supreme 
court that the Issue of a lax sale deed 
after tho passing of, the War Relief 
Act, In respect of a tax sale held prior 
to the passing of that act, is a •pro¬ 
ceeding* which is prohibited by the 
act. If persons who have enlisted or 
bMit mobilised were interested in. the 
land sold at the tax sale. 

"Coder the War Relief Act the bur¬ 
den is on the cky ar the lax sals pur¬ 
chaser, to show that the sale does not 
affset any person who ha* enlisted or 
been 'mobilised It has also been held 
in the supreme court that persons who 
have merely enlisted in the reserve 
mil 11 ** fnr hnm* ii»f«*>rA.' are en¬ 
titled to the protection of the act. <• 

“In the particular cm se referred to In 
the editorial, and In the several other 
esses which have been mentioned front, 
time to time, the notices of Intention 
to Issue a tax aale deed have been re¬ 
turned to ths-collector undelivered, and 
up to the present time the city oflcitlf 
have not been able to obtain satisfac¬ 
tory crldenn- -cither that inn* pers on* 
have or lumr not enfWefr Tf ft whoukf 
transpire that they # or any of them 
have enlisted, the tax sale deed. If Is- 
sued, would be a nullity and presum¬ 
ably the person* averted would take 
proceeding* to set it aside. 

"Ho much for the Issue of the deed. 
With regard to the questions of refund¬ 
ing the money- paid by the lax sale 
purchaser, the legal position is that 
tho city Is not ampowered *to make any 
such refund; moreover, the legal result 
of a tax aab* Is to wipe out the taxes 
represented thereby, and there la no 
power given T»y the Municipal Act to 
the city, or even to the court, to restore 
such taxes to the assessment roll as a 
charge against the property. Accord¬ 
ingly If the slty should refund ths 
money paid by the tax sale purchaser 
(even in., the absence of ftatutory au¬ 
thority for such a step), the result 
would be that the taxes in question 
would be absolutely lost to the city. 

. i'The persons complaining undoubt¬ 
edly fee| thqt they are undergoing a 
hardship, but any hardship which ex¬ 
ists Is the result of the War Relief 
Art. for which the city authorities cer¬ 
tainly are not responsible. If thess 
persons would assist the c ity in aaear- 
t fining whether ot nftf ioldfrrji or re-“ 
rruit* are actually Interested in thess 
(•articular properties <as they have 
l*en asked to do). Instead of making 
tmfxir complaints against the city of¬ 
ficials, they would be advancing their 
own Interests without subjecting the 
city officials to uoekis and undeserved 
criticism.**

Lon- 
den never courted publicity, and wiui 
only know n Intimately by a few of his 
students, but to those few he was not 
only respected but loved. His place as 
an educationalist." both teacher and 
writer will bulk large in the history of 
Canadian educational movements.—
